4. Hie employer shall display on the Notice Board of Uje 
establishment, a copy of the rules of the Group InsuraoDo 
Scheme as approved by the Central Oovemmcnt/Central 
Provident Fund Commissioner as and when amended, along^ 
with translation of the salient features thereof in the language 
of the majority of the employees. 
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5. Whereas an employee, who is already a member of the 
Employees* Provident Fund or tho Provident Fund of an 
establish rnent exempted under tho said Act is employed In 
bis establishment the employer shall immediately admit him 
as a member of the Group Insurance Scheme and pay neces-
